Mono 
Lake, skirted on the west by the 
El Camino Sierra section of the 
state highway. Is one of the most 
weird and interesting of the many 
playgrounds of Inyo and Mono 
Counties, according to information 
received from the touring depart­ 
ment of the National Automobile 
Club. Seen from the wooded slopes

of the nearby Sierras on a quiet 
summer's day. the lake greatly re­ 
sembles a gigantic mirror, and In 
its glassy surface is reflected many 
miles of mountains, with each rug­ 
ged muse depicted sharp and clear. 
Then on rare days when summer 
storms rage down from the high 
peaks thre lake changes to a seeth­ 
ing inland sea with white-capped 
waves breaking against shifting 
sand dunes.
